The Homes for All project will provide five pilot
communities a Neighborhood Infill Design Case Study.
The case studies will help communities visualize missing
middle infill and ways you can make it easier to build
missing middle housing through predictable and
streamlined development processes, and permit-ready
designs that do not result in displacement,
overcrowding, or loss of existing affordability.

Each community will receive a half-day visit with our
project consultants, to take place on October 18th, 19th,
or 20th, 2023. After the visit, communities will receive
visualizations that will serve as problem-solving tools for
the community, illustrating strategies for advancing
context-sensitive designs that meet City and Town
regulations and community design objectives, and that
are feasible from a market perspective.

After discussion, the subcommittee voted 6-0-0 to apply
to the program.
